The application has been amended as follows: 

1. In the Specification: 

The specification has been amended to insert, prior to the first paragraph on 
page 1, the following paragraph: 

-This patent application is a division of US Patent Application serial number 
09/884904, filed on 6/21/2001 and now abandoned.-- 

2. In the Claims: 

Claims 1-4, 6-19, and 31-35 have been cancelled by examiner. 

3. CLARIFICATION: 

There has never been a "claim 5" submitted due to an initial typing error. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant is claiming an anchoring kit including an anchor with an expandable 

internally-threaded shank and a wedge arranged to wedge against the expandable 
portion, in combination with a power-driven biasing device which can exert outwardly 
directed expanding force against the expandable portion (emphasis by examiner), 
in further combination with multiple apparatus adapted to drill at least one hole, insert 
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said anchor in said at least one hole, and selectively expand and contract said 
expandable portion in said hole, further requiring either (1 ) that the biasing device be 
fluid-powered with a pump adapted to pump said fluid or (2) an indicator capable of 
indicating if the anchor is safely anchored in place. A previous claim objection raised 
the question of whether a single apparatus adapted to drill, insert, and selectively 
expand and contract was being claimed, or whether multiple apparatus, i.e. drill bits, 
inserter, expander/contractors, was being claimed. The amended claim requires 
multiple apparatus adapted to do all the functions - drill, Insert, and expand/contract the 
expandable portion. 

Examiner notes that "threaded fastener", read in light of the specification, is 
not considered to include threaded pipe joints or drill strings. 

Examiner notes that "pump" Is considered to Include a fan, which can be 
considered an air pump. 

pump (pQmp) noun 

1, A machine or device for raising, compressing, or transferring fluids. ^ 

While examiner can obviously find the separate features required, any motivation 
examiner can envision would be based on hindsight, especially considering multiple 
apparatus each capable of performing numerous functions including drilling at least one 
hole, inserting said anchor in at least one hole, and selectively expanding and 
contracting the expandable portion of said anchor in the at least one hole.
